VrUngton: Meet Charles Conley Lynch alias Conrad Lynch - - , 
known to friends and foe as "Connie", The spilling Image of 
the dreaded Ku Klux KJan ... by his own admission a member 
, - - a leader „ „ . and organized foi- (he KKK, He lives here in 
Southern California, By now, Connie Lynch is weJ| known to 
many southlandecs , * , he takes every oppnri unity to be 
Quoted . . , to be heard ... lo be seen . . . spewLrtg forth the 
creed of the Klan. f'nr ihe Klan as Connie Lynch represents 
It wears no mask. ,,. 

Connie Lynch: These white people have a right to defend them¬ 
selves. They haven't did any part of what they ought to do, 
White America, all over, not just the South. ought lo rise up 
and demand that these Niggers go home and slay home, or 
get 'em out of here and send >m hack to Africa and let their 
kinfolk eal 'em, 

Arlington: The barbaric bombast oi Connie Lynch belies the public 
impression that the Klan went out with, horse drawn carriages 


document l hat terror now rides on four wheels , . , or seethes 
In the Molotov Cocktail . . , the dynamite stick , , . the cattle- 
prod . . . anti high-powered sniper rifle. Rut that's the South. 

Arlington: California has its own not-so-pretty brand of klunsmun¬ 
ship , , . with a history nf violence In this century that saw a 
valiant bailie by the Roman Catholic Church here in the south¬ 
land. to beat hack the bigot in the '20's . . . then again In the 
early ,J lO's _ . . Jews trying to buy property in ihe mountains 
nearby Los Angeles found their homes scarred by fire . . . 
burning crosses . . . terror in the night. And ... if the Klan 
revival Is allowed to flourish, it could happen again , , . the 
hatred is still here. 

Connie Lynch; You'll find where the Negroes are marching, you 
usually find leading them is a bunch of rabbis, Christ batin' 
Jews. Every once in a while, some of the news media says 
something about me having n. antl-Jew meeting, I tell them 
why in the hell don’t they go up and ,, . and stop the Immanuel 
Temple and so forth every week from the Jews having an anti- 
Christ meeting. 

Arlington: You've heard but a ta. te of what's to come , , - (locu- 
mentary proof that the creed of the Klan is flourishing in the 
smog-laden air of 1965. Unlike the south , , . where the Klan 
has launched an open . , .flagrant fight to the finish against 
equal rights for the Negro . . . there are here , , . hundreds 
, , , porhapH thousands . . . singing a more subtle, hut equally 
sinister song. In the fall of ±£Mi4, an anonymous caller alerted 
the KLAC News Bureau that l man's life had been Threatened 
in nearby Glendale. The Ihreat. we found, had allegedly come 
from a person or persons representing a group so extreme as 
to resemble the Ku Klux Klan in nearly every facet . . . politic¬ 
ally, philosophically, religiously. Through our sources, we were 
able to confirm that the man's life was In danger because he 
had secret Information on extremist organizations and their 
activities and that information had turned uo in the hands of 
the fT.B.I. This man, still hated . , , a till hunted , + , became an 
informer for KLAC Nows. 

Agent Ltf.H: 1 acted as an undercover agent, but have come to 
the surface to toll a story that should he told. 

Arl(ngli*n: Our informant . . . who shall not be known by name 
. , , infiltrated several extremist organizations, and in fact, 
became a member of the Ku Klux Klan. In secret, he met 
Minute men, Rangers, Nazis , * . saw from The inside the 
methods , . . the madness , , , of the militant political and 
religious hate groups that sell fear to Americans. 

Arlington; His story, coupled with an intensive probe by the 
KLAC News Special Projects Division . . . along with facts 
from Ihe official files of Saw enforcement agencies at the state, 
minsty and local levels, will substantiate beyond a shadow of 
a doubt that these extremist organizations are linked . , . 
closely — by leadership, by mutual membership and by a 
common goal. . . white supremacy. 

Lasl April 12th, California Attorney General, Thomas Lynch, 
issued a 79 page white paper attacking five so-called para¬ 
military organizations. He listed them as the American Nazi 
Party, the National States Rights Party, ihe California Rang¬ 
ers, ihe MthiiIemeri. and the Black Muslims. 

However, several months ago KLACs investigation began zero¬ 
ing lit on one man, a nninisler . „ . whose church and teachings 
appear to be the fountainhead for much of the manta that has 
brought these private armies into being , . . his name — Dr. 
Wesley Albert Swift. 

Dr. Swirl; Thou art ihe Eternal God ... so as tonight we survey 
(he*e situations that transpire in our nation and throughout 
ihe world, i i ijf with Ihe realization I hat the sure word of pro¬ 
phecy U gradually developing in accordance with Thy fore¬ 
knowledge. With Ihe understanding mat Thy kingdom is an 
eternal kingdom that shall never be destroyed and that shall 
never be left to other people, so as we commit ourselves to Thy 
hand, we say, Thy will be done in earth as it is Ln heaven . ♦ - 
and that we ask it.,,. Amen. 

Arlington: Wesley Swift , „ , The Reverend Wesley Swift . . . Ln

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a typical Cali on the supreme being Tint lo leave his kingdom 
to what he terms "other peoples''. 

As we progress ... it will become clear that Other peoples in 
the parlance of Dr. Swift ami the parishioners in his far flung 
"Church of Jesus Christ-Christian" means two things . . . 
non-whites . , . and Jews. Strikingly similar enemies to those 
of the Ku KIux Klan. 

The Reverend Wesley A- Swift is the^-admiti^d founding father 
of fin organization called the "Christian Defense League" - 
a militant arm of his church. XLAC's man on the inside, who 
while secretly passing on information eo the F.B.L, worked his 
way Into the confidence of Swift and the CDL's national Direc¬ 
tor, R_ G. Butler of Whittier, learned early in his underground 
role of the importance of Swift's church to racial extremism 
In Southern California. 

Agent Ifcyu: The actual participation in the group in California 
began Sn the r 63-"S4 period. I was the security agent for the 
CDL National Director. I guarded the security building &ncl 
the files therein. The files which extended through most every 
State In the union, Members of the Klan, members of all other 
extremists groups who .1 [lined in to helo make Christian Dr. 
Defense League the central group, the reporting group, for 
all of these organizations. The very si-ster and co-worker in 
this, of the CDL on the West Coast, is the National States 
Rights party, Now with ihLs goes the Church of Jesus Christ- 
Christian, which is a doctrine that is taught exclusively by the 
extremist groups. The Nazi Party, the Rangel's, the KKK of 
California is closely knit and all go down tb hear the preachers 
o£ the Church of Jesus Christ-Christian expound the hafe- 
doctrines. 

Arlington: A KLAC News team bore out our informant's testi¬ 
mony. After attending Swift's church on three separate occa¬ 
sions, it wag noted that the mes^HpH changed only slightly 
from service to service. It was racial supremacy- In the guise 
of biblical gospel or extreme political conservatism, And like 
the sermon, the audience was nearly identical at each meet¬ 
ing. More about some of Swift's faithful parishioners later. 

As our Informant, who a hall be known only by a number sym¬ 
bolic to him , , . 13551 ... As our informant indicates, there 
is a definite relationship between ihe religious, the political 
and the militant in. these extremist organizations- Despite con¬ 
siderable evidence, however, most of the extremist hsg-wlgs 
Interviewed by KLAC News deny such an alliance. One, the 
aforementioned National Director of ihe Christian Defense 
League, Ft. G. Butler, was questioned at his headquarters at 
home in Whittier. A diesel engineer by day, Bucler divides his 
off-time between raising Arabian horse* and breeding race hate, 

Butlers There's no official recognition or comparability or asso¬ 
ciation between the leadership of the CDL anti any other organ¬ 
ization. The only way in which we might he linked is that a 
member of rhe CDL might also be a member of the John 
Birch Society, the States Rights Party, or some other organiza¬ 
tion. 

Ariinffont: No official link says ihe Christian Defense League's 
head man . * . but under further questioning, Butler does admit 
he embraces the doctrines of the Klan. 

Butler: Oh yes, dcfijiiteiv, we are sympathetic to any organization 
or . . . whose leadership seems to be going for the goals of 
the , . , uh , , . that we are aiming at. Now, I have seen 
nothing as yet of my own. which would lead me to believe that 
the KKK is a subversive organization, While In Alabama Sev¬ 
eral times and in North and South Carolina, 1 have seen some 
of their literature. They most definitely espouse (sic) their 
upholding and defending of the Constitution of the United 
States of America ... of defending the uti , . , uh ,. . people 
who made America, which of course, is the white Christian 
, . , uh , ■ . our founders, and as such, I myself, have never 
seen anything derogatory about the KKK, 

Arlington: R, C, Butler a close personal associate of the Reverend 
Swift , , , the man in command of the Church of Jesus Christ- 
Christian. As heard on the night of last April 30th at the 
Hollywood Women's Club, where soja ices are held each Friday 
and Sunday, Swift told his congregation: 

Dr. Swift: We point out that as we have never been members of 
any organizations outside the church and the Christian Defense 


League, that actually as everybody knows who has been a 
part in the Christian Defense League, it was a religious, edu¬ 
cational and anti-ChristLan-dcfamation organization, As far as 
the church is concerned it has never been a military group and 
the church reserves the right to discuss prophetically and 
biblically and anything that has any relationship to the secur¬ 
ity of its parishioners, any subject that is vital and requires 
discussion. 

Arlington: In (he words of the extremist minlsfer, "we have 
never been members of any organizations outside the church 
and the Chrlssian Defense League", However, on the first page 
□f that section of the Attorney General's report on private 
armies. Swift is said to have been identified In 1945 as an, 
organizer for the Ku Klux Klan. 

Swift is linked In various police reports with the burning of 
a cross at Big Bear, California, In that same year „ „ . and 
according to a national magazine article. Swift was described 
as a "former Ku KIux Klan rifle team Instructor, further, his 
closest associates, many of which have been ordained in his 
church, or called upon to address his congregations, are 
loaders in both the National States Rights Party and the 
California Rangers. 

In spite of growing evidence of both philosophical and actual 
relationships with other groups, Swift seems sure of himself 
when he's accused of rubbing elbows with private armies. . . - 
Swift: Far as the various right-wing political parties and 
organizations and their individual opinions, we don't have to 
subsidize them, and we're not going to repudiate anybody that 
is trying to take a stand to save America today, I’m going to 
say that you unify or identify or to seek to cite that any area 
of the church or that any area of the Christian Defense League 
acted as the leadership lor a military army: that this is not so. 

A forthright denial. Rut, does It ring lrue7 Two years 
ago the Long Beach Press Telegram ran what several police 
agencies believe to be a highly accurate expose of what has 
become known as the "Signal Hill Situation". Briefly, the 
leadership of the American Signal Hill. American Legion Post 
was virtually captured by a man named Will iam P. Ga te, a 
retired Army Lt. Colonel, and his followers . . . residue from 
an abortive attempt in the late '50’s to set up a para-military 
organization crudely jdIsgiushed civil defense measure called 
. . . “The Ra ngcts,'VThe newspaper described Gale's organiza¬ 
tion at that Time as a secret guerilla group. The Slate American 
Legion backed the press report completely and revoked ihe 
post's charter. 

It is important to an understanding of this report to examine 
the background and beliefs of the man they say is the top 
"ranger" , , „ "Coloriel' 1 ... or "Reverend" , . , William P. 
Gale, Let us turn first to a statement Gate gave KLAC News 
within the Iasi 30 days, in which lie denies, as is now heard 
. , , the very existence of the group he is said to lead. . , . 

Gala: At no lime was anyone told to get go ns, or was at no time 
an organization of the kind mentioned in the report. In fact, 
it never did ... it didn't even get off the ground. It was 
volunteer civil defense and nothing more. A group was never 
former! ■ There was never even a meeting of the "Rangers" 
a* such ... of this organization that we’re talking about here, 

Arlington: And in answer to a question about the origin and 
purpose of the purporiedly defunct Rangers, Gale would say 
only this . . . 

Gale: Nothing except that I started it , , . it was an idea for 
civil defense purposes at that time when civil defense was a 
probiem, 

.Arlington; Gale's denial . . . measured and calm , , - was repeated 
only days ago before a committee In Sacramento hearing tes¬ 
timony on new anti-gun legislation based on the Attorney 
General's para-military report. 

This denial, however, appears to clash with information, 
gleaned in an Interview with local KKK leader, Connie Lynch. 
Lynch was being questioned about private armies - - . ond 
dropped the Rangers In the conversation quite prominently , . . 

Lynch: Everybody knows that the California Rangers and the 
Mlnutemert are to keep ... to be armed . . . that's under¬ 
standable, 

ArlingFm: Lynch, incidentally, is reported to be a personal friend 
of Gate, as 3s the Reverend Swift 

At this point, we'll let our informant. Agent 13551, point the 
way to Colonel Gale's contribution toward making the soutb-

And their converts come under their influence 
without regard for organizational labels. Fundamentally the 
ideology propounded by those men is identical in almost all 
major respects with rhat of the National Slates Rights Party. 
That is. it is violently anti-sometic and anti-Negro,, with empha¬ 
sis, placed upon the need for immediate action. 

> rling-ton: But back for a moment to the almost incredible preach¬ 
ings of onsMtme Army officer and self-anointed pastor of a 
church he chose tn call , . . "the ministry of Wi liam p, Gale,” 
<re we hear natt'ed on a large scale . , . during a question 
and answer period picked up again by our agent's hidden mic-

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rophone. Gale lecture; on the different types of Jews . , . a 
supposedly intellectual discussion, 

Cohinel Gale: The Asfcanakte Jew and the Safardlc Jew are si HI 
Jews. it s Just the dille retire between an Asiatic Jew' and a 
white Jew, That s all. The seed . , . the Jew is vour Satanic seed 
planted or species in the different races. There were Astatic 
Jews ... Ben Franklin knew this ... Ben Franklin wrote a 
tract saying do not allow the Jew's to he citizens in the United 
states because they are Asiatics. Weil. Ben Franklin knew 
th-tT were Asiatics, but he didnl know' the whole truth of this 
Bible even in his day. Now, the white Jew is in your Safardie 
Une. as the white Jew. Your Askanadiz Jew a more mongrel- 
^ed amongst the Asiatic and Negroi'd types even . . . your 
Hittite Jew, which Is your , . . ycmVe seen and heard the 
expression "well, you turn a Nigger inside out and you r ve 
got a Jew”. 

AjUngton; Here in his own words. Gale advocates the removal of 
alj but white Christians from our society by anv and all 
means he deems necessary , . „ 

Colonel Gale: Run for office ... and make 'em expose themselves. 
I want cm to come out and smear me because they expose 
themselves every time they do They will . . . (hat s fine , 

Tm ready < ,. let 'em smear . , .and I think .. . as far as I'm 
concerned, I think their time is through. I think they'd better 
get out of the United States of America. 

Arlington: Gale, expounding his hitter hate doctrine, went further 
In this attack on the administration in Washington. . . , 

Colonel Gale: The C.I.A, was a planned operation to take ail mili¬ 
tary intelligence out of the hands of the military' people. That's 
exactly what it did. And the reason they got away with it was 
because in this executive order and establishment nf the C.LA, 
at the end of the war, I hey tried to absolve or eliminate criti¬ 
cism of that move by saying, "we will put five retired officers 
of the Army in the C.LA. as officials”. And it’s a Jew con¬ 
trolled intelligence operation in order to take the military 
intelligence out of the hands of the military officials of the 
United States and put it In ihe hands of the Jew-controlled 
State Department, which has a bunch of traitors in it . . , 
and I'll say it publicly . , . and I want them to take me to 
Court on It any day. 

Arlington: Mont? startling perhaps ware his caustic comments 
about the Pentagon, . . . 

Colonel Gale: I know where some bodies arc buried in lhat Pen- 
tagon because I've been on duly there. In fact. I can Show you 
top-secret documents that prove that the 6.000,000 Jews Hitler 
was supposed to have killed are right here In America, They're 
here. And if we run them out of here, they'll go down to South 
America somewhere and start screaming about how we burned 
them, in gas chambers, I've got iwo chambers ready for Them 
now . . . two ovens ready for them now. 

Arlington: That is the so-called ministry of William P. Gale, 

George Lincoln Rockwell: If I'm elects, one of the first things 
fhat I will do will be to take what measures l can to get "Mar¬ 
tin Luther Coon" indicted , ,, for inciting to riot, for promoting 
a war between the white people and fhe black people of Vir¬ 
ginia, and I have the evidence to prove it. „ . . and we'll get 
them for that. I wiEl institute race instruction in rhe schools 
an hour a day to teach the young while boys what a fine 
hsrltage they have, and the little black boys how vile they are 
and how they sprung from practically monkevs over there in 
Africa. I think that if I work this right and tell them the facts, 
I think the Negroes are going to wish that they were in any 
other school hut a mixed school , . , they'll want to go back to 
their nice little "coon 1 ' school where it's peaceful and quiet 
and they can have some self respect. 

Arlington: That short speech might warm the heart of a colonel 
turned minister . , . turned politician , * T like William Gale. 
Actually, it’s the campaign cry of another ex-military mart 
seeking public office , . . George Lincoln Rockwell . , . former 
Navy commander . . . erstwhile fuehrer of the American Nail 
Party , , . and candidate for the governorship of the State of 
Virginia, Rockwell made the statement In an exclusive inter¬ 
view with KLAC News at his shabby West Coast headquarters 
on Colorado Boulevard in Glendale, 

The sad, sorry . , . sometimes almost comic antics of Rock- 
well's self-styled Natis in Southern California and elsewhere 
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are well-known ... a band of boy beatniks , , . sometimes 
dressed in a semblance of the browti-shtried German uoose- 
steppers of the 1930's . . . flaunting their rare hate wi(h swas¬ 
tikas and vile picket signs at everv op port unity. 

However, wo will find that even Rockwells egotistic tendencies 
bow to the promise of gaining membership and camaraderie 
in the brotherhood of the Klan, As you’ll hear In minutes. 
Rockwell can he tied directly to the men at the iop of the 
Christian Defense League , , . the Church of Jesus Chris I- 
C hristian . , , and the Ku Klux Rian. Rockwell admits he's in 
favoir of unifying right wing extremist organizations. Here's 
how he put his case: 

Rockwell: The only people that have any unity are the Niggers 
and the Jews. When one Nigger meets another Nigger, the 
first thing he thinks is , . . (here’s a brother Nigger - , . and 
when another Jew meets another Jew. that’s Ihe first thing 
they e It Ink, The first thing two white met! on The right wing 
think is . , , that's a Sircher ... or he's a Nazi . . , and the 
neil with him. And I think this is why we're getting w-hipped. 
We re very grateful to the John Birch Soeiatv . , . it's sort of 
like a Hitler Youth, , . . The John Birch Society is a Bloomer 
™ They pet 'em trained and when they get disgusted 

with chat panty-waist business, they come to us, 

Arlington; Incidentally, when extremism is discussed with ex¬ 
tremists . . , the subject of the John Birch Society invariably 
come* up. Reaction ranges from Rockwell's theatrical derision 
to l oserved admiration from tho.se groups con trolled or influ¬ 
enced by the Rev trend Wesley Swiff. 

In our lengthy investigation, KLAC Nvws was unable to e'Uab- 
fish any direct Jink between the Birch Society and the extrem¬ 
ist organizations studied. However, most of the hard wore far 
right groups admit to sharing some members with the Birehers. 
But back to the Nazis and George Lincoln Rockwell The best 
estimate our sources can agree upon Is about 50 admitted 
members or sympathizers within the Nazi fold in California, 
Among law enforcement people, however, whenever this 
minute figure is brought up, they caution that it Is generally 
believed that Adolph Hitler brought the world to its knees with 
an initial nucleus of seven men , . . and further , . . Rockwell 
h^s grudging admiration from many extremist leaders. 
About Rockwell's associations with other extaemisi groups, 
he admittedly says "they vary” . , . 

Rockwell: At one time I did have association with the Black Mus¬ 
lims because they wanted to go back to Africa, and any “soon" 
that wants to go back to Africa. I'd carry him piggy-back. So 
I did have an association with them, but now they don't want 
to go back to Africa. . . „ now they want this, place. So now 
there is no association between me and any Of those groups. 
Most of them are way off the beam. „ . . The Minute men with 
their great big arsenals, that won’t fight; the Muslims that 
have turned Red, and that want to shoot me. I certainly don't 
want to associate wilh them- the NSRP. I’m suelng "him in 
Federal Court. Edward Fields has called me a criminal and 
a crook and everything else and has tried to get me run out 
of business. The only guy on the whole list that you've named 
that I pretty much go along with Is Wesley Swift , . * he's 
a pretty courageous and a pretty good guy. 

Arlington: Supposedly no American Nazi Party love is lost on 
any group other than Dr. Swift and his -Christian Defense 
League and hts Church of Jesu* Cbrhii-ChristSan. , . , and, 
KLAC News well understood Rockwell's attitude toward the 
wily Wesley Swift, W'e have exclusive information, fully sub¬ 
stantiated by police reports, that Swift and Rockwell, in the 
Company of Other extremists, met secret iy a( least nns’C, per¬ 
haps several times — to set the stage for what is. for sll 
intents and purposes . T , * plan of consolidation . * . to out¬ 
line the various roles to be played . . . the assignments to he 
carried out when and if the fateful K3an-predicted race war 
gives them their cue to burst on-stage as saviours of the 
white race. And with the leadership . , , listening .. . learning 
. . . was our secret informer . „ „ Agent 13351. , , . 

Agent 13551: This la June (h? Ukh, lU6d, the night of the merger 
between Uncoin Rockwell of tin* American Nazi Party and Dr. 
Wesley A. Swift tif the Church of ueaus Christ-Chiistian, This 
took plate, beginning al midnight and lasted until after 3:00 
A.M. Those present: Uncoin Rockwell, National Commander 
of the American Nazi Party, and his West Coast Commander. 
Ralph Forbes; there was Dr. Wesley A. Sv Rt, his bodyguard 
nstned Duke; Mr, R. G, Butler of the Christian Defense League;

William F. Gale of i he California Rangers, the Church of 
Jesus Olrtsl-ChrEstian and the ChiLslian Defense League. Also 
Dr. H. E. Burroughs, in whose residence in Reseda tha? we met 
The main subject Of rhls meeting was a merger for the pur 
pose of exchanging and compiling intelligence information: to 
moke and to kfiep an up-to-date roster of agents, double-agents 
and ocher informers; to exchange purpose and views of mat-, 
tors, as they pertained to each fccpm aiu right-wing organization; - 
to have a meeting of nil heads of all right-wing organizations 
tn this area for the purpose of forming an arbitrary head for 
matters winch might tend in effect all'groups in publicity and 
social levels. 

Arlington; In this testimony, a new name cropped up as right- 
wing history was being made . . , the man in whose home the 
consolidation conference took place . . . veterinarian: Harold 
Burroughs, Let's look at the part played by this man . . . his 
link in the chain of command- But roughs first tame to our 
agent's attention while attemptinjz to further solidify his as¬ 
sociation with the Ku Klax Rian in California. To Jeam more, 
our informant sent a special letter to a man Jn the Klan in 
the South. By his own records, the date was April 29th. }9$4 ,,. 

Agent W531: This letter went to the "March on Congress,” the 
National Headquarters, in Atlanta, Georgia, to a Mr. Crows, 
who was the secretary of this rightist group, fn turn, I was at 
a meeting at 233 South Lafayette Park Place in Los Angeles 
one evening and this, letter was mentioned to me as having 
been received by a person known to be the leader of Los An¬ 
gelas Ku KLux Klan group. This man is Harold Boroughs, doc¬ 
tor. veterinarian, of Reseda, 

Arlingtoni And . , . it was only a month later, at another hard- 
Core cell meeting, that our informer said he came his closest 
to getting KKK membership In California. 

Agent 1353-1: It was at this time that I was Introduced to Dr. 
Harold Burroughs, I told Dr. Burroughs, the biggest aim in 
my life at this time was to become a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan in California, and he says "you may be closer to the Klan 
at this moment than you know," He say a ''however, perhaps 
you don't know it. but the Klan Is outlawed in the Slate of 
California . . , however, we do have such workings of the Klan 
... we do have members thai arc initiated into the Knight¬ 
hood, but not under the name of a Klan group," "Now does it 
make any difference to you whether you are initiated into the 
Knighthood of something other than the Klan as long as the 
workings ate the same?” And I said, no. It did not. He said 
'‘sometime in the early Spring there will be an Initiation in 
Los Angeles County,” 

Arlington: The man our agent says was definitely linked to the 
Klan . . . Harold Burroughs, is ., , according to our man's tes¬ 
timony ... a security guard within the Christian Defense 
League- 

At Three meetings of the Church of Jesus Christ Christian in 
Hollywood , . , attended by the KLAC Investigative learn . . . 
Burroughs acted as usher in the outer vestibule; cm two occa¬ 
sions exhibited a somewhat menacing attitude when we at¬ 
tempted to interview the pastor . . , Dr. Wesley Swift. 

Swift, while denying any association with the Klan, and refut¬ 
ing the Attorney General's report and magazine references to 
his younger days with the Klan element . , , exhibits no dislike 
Tor their activities. In fact, jn the middle of a highly-charged 
political sermon on the night of Friday, April 30th In Holly¬ 
wood, Swift made the following reference to the Alabama court 
trial of three kla name n suspected of slaying Detroit civil rights 
worker, Mrs. Viola Liuzzn , . , 

Swift; I noticed the newspapers were crying at a trial back in the 
Alabama country. They were very, very unhappy because as 
the so-called candidates for trial came up, why the judge rushed 
out and shook them all by hand and he also said to Mr. Shelton. 
“My, I'm glad to see you. I've heard a lot about you, but I 
haven’t had a chance to meet you.” And they shook hands and 
then the Prosecutor came out and ho shook hands with each 
■one of the people charged and he said, “I knew your pappy," 
*nd M I knew your pappy," and! he says "it’s sure nice to get 
together," He says, ‘'you're nice fellows.'' I might suggest that 
the verdict is not guilty. 

Arlington: Swift's grinning prophecy, which brought loud laugh- 
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ter from his parishioners, was partly borne out. The first of the 
accused klansmen Is free today, but must stand trial once again, 
It is believed to have caused considerable consternation in ex¬ 
tremist circles, however, when it was found that only 2 of the 
10 Alabama jurors voted to acquit. 

Looking to another of Swift's dose associates, we move into the 
San Bernardino area, where a plasterer named Neumann Brit¬ 
ton holds sway in the Christian Defense League and conducts 
informal services as an ordained minister of the Church of 
Jesus Cluist-ChristiaiL Britton is also San Bernardino County 
Chairman of the anti-Semitic. anti-Negro National Stales Rights 
... - 

Neumann Britton; It's a tine, loyal, patriotic American political 
party. I belong aisp to the Christian Defence League, which 
is a fine patriotic American organization and that's about all 
the organizations ] belong to. 

Arlington; The words of Neumann Britton, who with his broth¬ 
er, Rufus, is generally regarded as the center Of hard-core ex¬ 
tremism, In the inland empire. It is interesting to note, when 
She KLAC News team called at the Britton home on Amana 
Street in San Bernardino, wc found him with a house guest . . _ 
KKK fire-brand. Connie Lynch. 

Through reliable sources, we learned that Britton's residence 
is Lynchs permanent West Coasi address. Britton, although 
ostensibly not a member of the Klan, didn't hesitate to explain 
and defend its activities . , _ 


Britton: We must understand the background of the rRason why 
even the Klan is becoming active, If you recall, In the few days 
after the inauguration of Johnson whan Kennedy was killed, 
he entertained at the White House and bo conferred with ah 
the leading so-called civil rights groups ... all the Nigger 
groups. He had them in for confidences and dinners . . . and 
Martin Luther King and Fa mer and Urban League and all 
these organizations. We wonder what kind of a president we 
have got. See. That's the n?as m why the. unrest is Jn the South, 
because they can see in it a design of non-white domination. 
And certainly there Is a problem in the South. In many areas 
there's lot more than half the population are Negro and it's 
very easy to visualize that a?! vour officials of the area cpuld 
become Negro . , , and we know that . , , their base nature and 
when you let them loose, vengeance rises up In their Heart . . r 
l bey don't think like white people. We , , , yh . . , in America. 
. . . are going to understand this. And it may be uh , . uh . , . 
the hard way ... it may be the hard way, If you people con¬ 
tinue in the tremd in which we are going, you are going to 
learn the hard way what really Nigger rule is going to mean 
in America. 

Arlingtoni The question of who really rules the National States 
Rights Party roost here in the West now La somewhat up in 
the aiTi\BcittOn admittedly is only a county chairman, anil a 
violent incident Involving himself, comrade and klansman, Con¬ 
nie Lynch, and other then uniformed members of the NSRP 
brought the party's, activities to a sudden halt, when in Feb¬ 
ruary of i.963 Britton and his brother,. Rufus, and Lynch ran 
afoul of the law. 

They reportedly fought with a group of high school boys, and 
according to police, Neumann Britton pulled an air pistol and 
shot one of the youths several times.-'After that. Lynch was 
removed as state N$RP chEetiain by its National Director, Ed¬ 
ward R. Fields, and until recently, the party has been with¬ 
out an Official statewide organizer. 

Just recently. Fields set up one Terrell Ronald Eddy of Poway 
. , . in rhe high desert Outside San Diego as California State 
Chairman. Eddy now tells KLAC that he, too, has broken with 

/ the party hierarchy. 

Terrell Kona Id Eddy: I gui tired ol some of the things that were 
going on from our national headquarters. It wasn't being run 
to the best use that the party could have been put to, and I 
couldn’t handle the Work any longer . . , I have a family and 
too many other respondLbililies . . , it was Just more than I 
could handle. 

Arlingt■mi: But hare again . , . evidence that organizational strife 
has tittle effect on the beliefs of the fell jw-traveter$ of the 
right « - ■ 

EJdy; Hate is a mutual thing. There are some things 1 do hate, 
and there arc certain people that I hate. I'm Iroe to admit that. 
Hate means reject ion , , . and I do reject I hem and their ideas; 
and l think they can be safely said to hate us just as well I

lington: Eddy believes She citizenry ha* every t ight lo become 
a vigilante force . . , to take tite law into its own hands during 
racial strife „ . .

and be taken apart by a mob Ibal may get unruly. And I con¬ 
sider it much belter (hat I have neighbors that are willing to 
participate with me In protecting my household. 

■ling-ton: And , T . jn a round the barn reference to charges that 
the NSRP is .. . or could be, ihe greatest danger nn the right 
tn America . * . Eddy as much as admits it might be true. 

Idy: We're certainly not dangerous <o our own people. We don't 
Intend to hurt any wnite people. We don't intend to hurt my 
Negroes, providing that shry are peaceful anti oii-ey the law, 

HltLgton: The racial philosophy ,.. and the admitted political and 
military ambitions of the National States Rights Party appear 
to be the same today as in post-Worid War IE Georgia when 
its founding organization, the Columbians, plotted to take over 
the government of the Peach State. California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, Thomas Lynch, put great emphasis on these Columbians 
in his recent report un the para-mllitary tendencies of the Na¬ 
tional States Rights party . *. 

tty, C»en, Lynch; The Columbians, not to be confused, of course, 
with the Knights of Columbus, it should be remembered were 
not Just another hale group of agitators, They wei-e a band o.f 
Insurrectionists engaged in a conspiracy to violently overthrow 
the government of the State of Georgia. And it is of no small 
significance that the symbol of the NRSP was burrowed di¬ 
rectly from these Columbians. 

rllngton; Another nolo of interest . , , a seldom seen flag hangs 
In the Reverend Wesley Swift's Church of Jesus Christ Chris¬ 
tians. It encompasses the symbol of those same Columbians 
. T , and the present day National States Rights Party . . . the 
thunderbolt. 

Also, headquartered, in the San Diego area are the California 
Minutemen, by their own admission a secret underground op¬ 
eration, and another organization that wears Reverend Wesley 
Swift's brand of patriotism. 

wtft: There is absolutely nothing , . . not one little iota of con¬ 
stitutional foundation for attack against patriots that were 
banded together lo defend themselves or defend America, as 
was the Minutemen. Get this clear ... we do not belong to the 
Minutemen, but the Minutemen as an organization was organ¬ 
ized to defend America. Not to overthrow It, hut to defend it! 

.rllugton; Swift . . - again as earlier . . , denies any direct asso¬ 
ciation with the Minutemen. hut KLAC's informant attended 
several hard-core extremist meetings , , , at which he rubbed el¬ 
bows with Minutemen and members of Swift's Christian De¬ 
fense League. 

More on that in a moment . , , As lo the Minutemen them- 
selve*. the Attorney General's report says „.. 

Ltty. Gml Lynch: The Minutemen organization is designed to func¬ 
tion as a secrot underground network. Its routine operations 
in these times of peace are conducted along the lines of a train¬ 
ing program for hostilities to come, Each member Is assigned 
a number . . . which becomes his identification in all commu¬ 
nications, He's warned about the use ol the telephone in con¬ 
tacting headquarters, he's advised in the use of mail-drops, he's 
warned to use two envelopes in organization correspondence, 
and even to place an opaque material between the inner and 
outer envelopes to prevent the letter from being read by means 
of infra-red cameras, if that can be done. And he's instructed 
to employ a wide variety of strategems and devices as so-called 
security measures. However, it is the training of the members 
as a guerilla force that represents the gravest potential danger 
in this organization. 

Lrllngtoni The West Coast leader of the Minutemen, Troy 
Haughton, gives the Attorney General an argument about the 
label "private arniy 1 ’ „ . . 

Froy Houghton: It is . , , shall we say a private organization, it's 
not a guerilla type Of organization or private army, per se. A 
private army Is constituted and classified as a group of peo¬ 
ple that meet regularly, that wear a uniform, or issue a rifle 
or given conventional military training or paid, etc. None of

these things Can be classified concerning the Minutemen or¬ 
ganization. 

Arlington: We quote from a Minuteman handbook , . . “Carbines 
and submachine guns should be carried in Lhe group's supply 
and issued, only for special missions," Another paragraph of 
the same manual begins . . . M Tbe mortar is one of the btst 
light weight heavy fire weapons available to Insurgent or 
guerilla forces and all heavy fire power should be based around 
the use of the mortar,' 1 

Aritngfiui: Still a third directive reads , . , "rocket launchers or 
bazookas are a very good anil desirable Item ., . “ 

This would, appear to give the tic ro one of Hfeughion's con¬ 
tentions that the Minutemen; get no military training. 

As for the line about not holding regular meetings . , , (heir 
own literature tells why . . . and we quote , ,, "To limit pene¬ 
tration by non-members , , , this tn-ganizatlon is divided into 
small groups which operate with a minimum contact with oth¬ 
er groups. 

Contained In the December 15th issue of the "Minutemen 
News'' is another tailing paragraph about the fear* , . .and 
goals .. , , of the group. "We are making good use of the prov¬ 
en military axiom . , „ the best defend is a good offense," It 
continues . . , "She bomb she!lei's which we are buildmg are 
not merely holes so hide In, Each one is being well camouflaged, 
stocked and fortified to serve a center of resistance lor a 
future underground army, 3 ’ 

It is significant, we believe, lo note that Minutemen publica¬ 
tions use "we" In referring to the organization . , _ and often 
refer tu policies of unifoi-mly equipping the organization with 
tools lo , , . and we quote . . . "destroy troops of any foreign 
power that might occupy United States territory." 

Despite his own publications. Ha ugh ton Insists on turning an* 
other face to the public . , . 

Hamilton: The organization as such docs not own a darn piece of 
equipment. Anything that is owned is owned bv an individual 
and is bought as an individual and is owned as such. We do

and this posed no problem? You were able to gel right bn with 
The rest of the troop* ? 

Ha ugh ton: Oh yes, I hail a jrt*p and a driver „. . 

Arlington: . , , assigned to you?

Arlington: . . . and fhey thought you, of course, were a regular 

reserve? 

Hough ton: . . . sure, I was a reserve officer observer . . , seeing 
what would be done in case of a diy, humid olimale type of 
Operation. 

Arlington; Well, now were there others of your or cap i zatiou in 
the same type of an infiltration during this operation? 

Haughton: Oh, I would say that we had quite a few jeeps around 
. .. maybe even a half-track or two. 

Arlington: Mlnuteman. Troy Haughton , . . with a never before 
heard secret admission that his organization has been able tn 
Infiltrate and recruit within I he legal military ranks of the U-3, 
Army and National Guard. 

Haughton: There is members, say of a tank battalion reserve unit 
in Los Angeles. OK, they have an underground unit within, 
their own reserve unit. They are not called Minutemen, but in 
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fact the head of the organization of this underground unit and 
reserve unit, is a member of our organization. He in turn, con¬ 
tacts and controls 40 people in the reserve unit. They are not 
members, per se, or the Minutemen, 

Arlington: These revelations have struck deep into the authorized 
mlhrary command of the State of California, Their repercus- 
sjorf; Will be felt very soon , . perhaps first in the State Leg* 
islature. 

While the Minutemen openly arm themselves ... as Haughton 
insists ... on an individual basis , . , the man who claims to 
hold no membership in this organization ha* long been ru¬ 
mored to possess the largest persona] arsenal in Southern Cat- 
[forma , . , under the guise or a gun collection. He is the afore¬ 
mentioned Dr, Wesley Albert Swift . , . pastor of the Church 
Je*us Christ Christian and founder-director of the Christian 
Defense league. According to reliable KLAC News sources, 
bwifi and or members of his immediate family have purchased 
upward of 200 operabl* weapons _ most of them hand guns, 
m recant years. 

Our under cover Infiltrator says he's seen Swiff in possession 
of a concealed weapon , , , and a riot-type shotgun . . . and 
further, in fact he recalls a discussion between himself and 
ijwift at the Desert Inn in Lancaster last Spring ... 

Agent IJIjSI: We proceeded to r rder our dinners and the convey 
sat ion got down to ammuniiion, guns and the procuring of 
SU ^ Swift said that there had been 150 semi-automatics 
ordered; that 6 of these were oar-marked for him. personally7 
t.niL ai] thal was necessary to make these weapons automatic 
was the pulling out of a pin. and I hat pin had to be kept so 
that it could be re-Inserted; and therefore, be in keeping with 
tne laws of automatic weapons in the State of California. 

Arlington: Another so-called weapons collector ... and a mem- 
oer of Swift's Christian Defense League ... is Wil liam H. Gar- 
Jami or Cucamonga , . . currently awaiting trial’for possession - 
of megal weapons. 

On 2 In- premises at Garland 1 * ramshackle junk-rluttered res¬ 
idence. authorities recently seized a sizeable armory af death- 
dealing armament and explosives.

Another . . , Swift's secretary ... i he third 
hi-* wife. 

Although Dr. Swift's parishioners are predominantly women, 
few If any seem to take any part in his activities. Doris Klenck 
is . , - or was until recently , , . an area chairman for the 
Christian Defense League In the Ontario-Upland area. The 
mother of a teenage daughter and young son, she gamed a de¬ 
gree of notoriety recently when newspapers spotlighted her 
activlises in distributing what is caUed the "Christian Buyers 
Guide ' . , , a method of urging a hoycotl BgLinst all but white 
Christian merchants. 

Intelligence sources indicate that Mrs, Klenck has not been in¬ 
doctrinated into the hard-core extremist group within the Chris¬ 
tian Defense League . . . but Is an avid advocate of white su¬ 
premacy. When questioned, however, site chose to become re¬ 
luctant in her replies to the direct questions,

Arlington: Asked specifically what the anti Christ’s current activ¬ 
ities were , . . Mrs. Klertck had this to say , „, 

Mrs. liirnck: They're trying . . . actually [he purpose is to disarm 
this nation. They’re trying tq discourage anyone who will op¬ 
pose their plans. 

Arlington; By they, you mean the govern men! . . . the leaders . .,? 

Mjtj. GJriu'kr I have no comment on that, sir, 

Arlington: And .„ . she had no comment on whether she was even 
a member of the Christian Detente League . . . 

Are you or your family a member of any of ihe groups (hat we 
have mentioned today here? 

Mnv Kfenek: No comment. 

Arlington: Despite iha ''no comment” ... as late an August 6th r 
1M4, a publication called '‘From the Mailbox” and mailed to 
subscriber* of the Christian Defense League Buyer's Guide was 
signed Mr, and Mrs. George Klenck , , . representatives of the 
Christian Defense League. 

The symbol of the Christian. Defense League is a blue and gold 
shield on which is emblazoned! a scarlet star-encircled cross. 
The symbol of the Ku Klux JO an is the burning cross . , . and 
heite in the southland the Klan. California Style . . . may he 
ready to resume the tactic of terror by rjre. 

KLAC's undercover agent 13551, slid undetected . . . still on the 
job .,. attends another moating. On the night of June 3rd, iSG-i 
iri the company with Christian Defense League Director, R. G. 
Butler, our man was headed for the weekly Wednesday night 
Blbly study meeting uf the Church of Jesus ChrUtChristfan 
at the Reverend Swift's headquarters in Lancaster. 

Agent 13551: While enroute, Mr. Butler went by Reseda and pick¬ 
ed up Dr, H- E. Burroughs, so the three of us proceeded along 
the Golden State Freeway toward Lancaster. It was Mr. Bur¬ 
roughs that said he would like to see a burning cross on top 
of that mountain. Mr, Butler then said he has seen a 4Q-fooi 
cross burned In Montgomery.

Agent 13551: Those present Included three ex-Baprist ministers, 
there was Colonel William P, Gale, [here was also, invaj iwbly, 
the man who has cut the pages of the Bible so that ho will have 
a place to carry his 3£ snub'nose, fie actually hollowed out a 
place in the Holy Testament to carry a pistol- This evening, he 
was wearing a Boy Scout of Amer ica shirt. 

Arlington; Our documented report has now arrived back at its be¬ 
ginning - . - at the doorstep of the Reverend Wesley A, Swift 
. . . where race hate and religious intolei’ance . . * where the 
advocacy of violence and sedition find noi only entry ... bur 
shelter, sympathy and nourishment. From his ultra modem stu¬ 
dios in Lancaster, Swift's organization disseminates bis racial 
supremacy message by tape recording all across the country 
.. /and as he hhnst-Sf says ... to other countries of the world 
as well. He says his tapes are heard by two mil lion people. 

If such Js Ihe cafe , . . and if his listeners respond to his call 
to arms . . , Swift might well be able to marshall a veritable 
army of extremists. 
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If liners is any doubt that Swift IS Tar to the eight of conserva¬ 
tism . . .we offer the follow-in g harangue against the activities 
of then presidential candidate Barry Gold water . „ . 

Swift: The other day Barry Guldwalcr repudiated the John Birch 
Society, he repudiated the Mimitcmen. he repudiated the Ku 
Klux Klan and he repudiated ail the extreme right-wing organ¬ 
izations. Don't forget thar, Well, they were worried about these 
institutions and organizations because they said tbeir people 
are ultimately reactionary and might at any time -seek to i-ise 
their arms, If their leaders gave them the right signal, to es¬ 
tablish what they call "America’s Destiny 1 ' and they said this 
is deadly and dangerous and would upset the whole world pro¬ 
gram. So, they sel up a symposium of how to go about, ibis 
and with certain military representatives that McNamara sent 
from the Pentagon with international Jewry and financial in¬ 
stitutions behind it; with representatives of the A mi-Defama¬ 
tion League, B'nai Briih aod all the conspiratorial anti-Christ Ian 
forces and with a whole group of left wing name-known com¬ 
munists ail participating. . . and the speaker at this symposium 
and this program of organization was none other than one of 
the acting secrelaries of the Soviet Embassy.

Arlington: The Reverend Wesley Swift cannot denv that he has 
lost faith , , . 

Swift: f think it's time for the peoples of these United States to 
impeach the Supreme Court and the President and select (hose 
that will take their place until candidates that are worthy of 
the name "’Christian American'' can be found, 

Arlington: Swift minces no words . . . makes no bones about his 
feelings toward the current civil rights struggle .. „ 

Swift: I think that wa have never had a more complete phony ,, - 
and yet he is a master at organization in his own field ... and 
that Ls Martin Luther King ... communist-trained and oriented, 
with his so-called Christian Leadership Conference, actually a 
from-stooge, hiding behind emblematic Christianity and at the 
same time, actually purporting to direct an area of battle for 
civil rights, which Is a Negro revolution closely co-ordinated 
with Red activity. 

Arlington: Swift takes every opportunity, often digressing from 
hix political topics, to deride the Negro , . „ 

Swlfty There Isn't any real African history. The only Negroes that 
Vfe can find in Africa that there is anything tn bo said aboui, 
are those who were buj-led in the Caves of Kilimanjaro T3.000 
years ago. If it wasn't for radio carbon, we wouldn't know how 
long ago since they were put there. There is down in Africa in 
one area of jungle the remnants of what looks like whai was 
a beautiful civilization, for its Corinthian columns and its beau¬ 
tiful marble is still... some of It still sticking above the swamp 
that it has sunk in. But when someone finally (aid in arche¬

rl£h1s ■ C«il ri Shts issues. Bui this was just a Jew-trap be¬ 
cause they didn i intend to talk about civil rights issues as they 
proved. I can tell you something else about these call-in pro¬ 
grams. too, When they deal with some Issue that ihe ADL and 
the Jewry and the liberals want to keep in a curiam channel, 
they don t take any outside calls . . . and the calls they have 
are all set up and everything ibey say Is all planned for.

Arlington: The message of the man or the top of the hatred heap 
- ■ - the Reverend Wesley A. Swift. 

Attorney General Thomas Lynch, as you have heard, says these 
hate groups appear to be ready to take the law into their own 
hands to accomplish their insistence on racial separation, or in 
some cases, racial liquidation . „ and ... he says, there is an 
urgency in their creed that Indicate*; action might be imminent. 
Our opinion of the people involved in this Hotbed of Hatred 
is that their paranoid tendencies are. for now, channeled into 
words Instead of action, Rut, they are armed ... and the traf¬ 
fic in guns within these hate groups is terrific. It Is believed 
that their efforts are being aided and abetted bv a few unscru¬ 
pulous gun dealers and publications, who will advertise and 
sell almost any weapon imaginable to anyone, for any price. 
An example is the recent police raid cm two truckloads of arms 
ammunition parked on a street In the Eagle Ruck section 
or Los Angeles. Among the legal weapons were found two ob¬ 
viously illegal, fully‘automatic weapons . . , and several oper- 
abe pieces of light artillery. Police were at a loss to explain 
what any private citizen woud be doing with a mortar or a ,2tl 
millimeter cannon. Police were also skeptical of the long-ex¬ 
perienced gun dealer's explanation that Ke* wasn't aware that 
he had illegal weapons in his possession. 


At the time of this arrest , . . . H was learned lhat the gun deal¬ 
er in question had been an associate of Keith Dwayne Gilbert 
. . . fugitive Minuteman, suspected by police of the theft of 
14Q0 pounds of dynamite from a Syimar storage magazine ear¬ 
lier this year. They are also seeking Gilbert for questioning 
about a telephone threat against tiic life of Negro leader, Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, the same day the dynamite was stolen, 

Gilbert, although now denounced by the Minutemen, is known 
to have violent anti-Negro tendencies. He stands convicted of 
an up-provoked club and gun attack on a Negro motorist last 
September at the intersect ion of 5un.^t and La Beta in Holly¬ 
wood. 

Arlington: And one need hot purchase their illegal and warlike 
weapons from traveling gun dealers . . . or under the counter 
from gun stores or peace officers. With a little ingenuity and 
a penchant for intrigue, it's no more difficult to make youg- 
self a Thompson sub-machine gun than to construct a hi-fi set 
at home. The party are all available . . . with schematic draw- 
ing- 1 ;, if you please . . . advertised in various gun publications. 
Also available by mail, still in their original crates, are special 
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anti-tank cannons, field and trench mortars, bazookas, and the 
means and Instructions for converting various conventional 
single shot or semi-automatic weapons into full, illegal auto¬ 
matic and rapid-fire type weapons, 


In a particular gun publication dated this past Sunday, there 
ate numerous rifles similar to the one used to assassjnsto Pres¬ 
ident Kennedy. Thai same 04 flags publication carries several 
advertisements for Nazi memorabilia . . . including a half-pa *e 
picture ad of various authentic Nazi medals, badges, shields, 
arm bands and other . , . quote . , . "nifty surprise giftsTT' 

The Kennedy assassination proved a traumatic ev-ent for Amer¬ 
ican hate groups on both the right and loft. Here in California 
extremists found out for the first time that they were being 
closely watched. Dr. Wesley Swift used method after method 
to HV0ld art Interview with KLAC News, but we found his own 
testimony on Ihe assassination incident in a radio broadcast: 

Swift; Law enforcement: agencies have been giving nu publicity to 
ont* of the most diabolical, conspiratorial processes of harass- 
ment that ha* ever been known in sight of Christianity in Amer¬ 
ica. While the eyes of the nation are on Washington, these 
functions are being carried out in this slate and in other parts 
of the country. Suppose I tell you that officers folded In a re- 
spectacle rancher, Christian of our congregation in Lancaster 
... hit him at 10:00 at night c i Friday ... to demand where he 
wan when the President was assassinated. 

Arlington: And in this light, It should be noted how Swift's min¬ 
istry Interpreted the assassination when it was revealed that 
Lee Harvey Oswald was discovered to have been a commu¬ 
nist . . , 

Swift: ... surroundE*d by left-wing liberals who computed they 
hail used about all they couk 1 (*f rke usefulness of the Presi¬ 
dent to accomplish their objective, they deckled they wore 
through with him. But their design whs not only to wage war 
against the right-wing and against churches and against'Chris¬ 
tians: bul also, at the same sime to start a anti-gun legislation 
wave to disarm all America at the same time with emotional 
Irresponsibility, 

Arlington: Swift's church is not. we've found, the only source of 
cxttemisf thought, but is generally regarded by those of the 
Klan mentality to be purest . , , the very gospel. HEs mixture 
of biblical and historical distortion . , , fortune-telling and star- 
gazing, coupled with a smattering of legitimate conservative 
politics, and rolled from el silver tongue has become., as we 
said earlier . , . the fountainhead for extremist thought and ac¬ 
tion in California. 


Late in our probe, KLAC News talked with Attorney General 
Thomas Lynch at length about anti-gun legislation that he is 
now sponsoring . , . 

Arlington: Many of these people with whom we havE* spoken, say 
that you . . . your department, law-enforcement in gene cat are 
endeavoring' to disarm the public for what thev call some sort 
of a “communist take-over from within.” Will you set us 
straight on that? 

A tty. dpit Lynch: We haw no desire to disarm anybody, and we 
don't believe that there is any "communist takeover from with¬ 
in." This is the philosophical approach, if we want to call it 
that, of some of these people. Let me add to that., . that there 
are ample means In the United States to see to H that the com¬ 
munists or anyone else cannot take over ihls country. We have 
our own law-enforcement groups, which have been selected by 
the people, and are not self-appointed. And we also have our 
tremendous military organization, which of course, is the finest 
in the world, 

Arlington: They seem kj disagree wish you on many of these 

points . , . some of these people with whom we have spoken. 
They don't have the confidence that they should have in the 
United States government . . . in law enforcement . , . and I 
guess It s for that reason that iht?y feel they should be armed 
to the hilt and ready to take over on the drop of a hat This 
Is a dangerous situation, Isn't tt? 

Atty. Gen, Lynch: There isn't any question about it. It's a danger¬ 
ous situation, and while they may not hav^ op y confidence in 
ths; duly organized law-enforcement and military powers of 
the United States, let me add a paragraph to that I have no 
Confidence In them. 

.Arrington: Attorney General Lynch, do you feel that the threat ak 
it now stands to the State of California and to the nation ia

Arlington; And finally, the crux of our interview with the Attor¬ 
ney General, the question of going Joo far with anti-gun leg- 
isiation . , , 

Arlington: Attorney General Lynch, this legislation that you would 
like to see passed . how would this effect the private citizen 
who likes to fire a rifle or a pistol on the range, or who is a 
hunter or huntsman? 

At*y, tren. Ljmch: ft wouldn't effect Them in the slightesl degree. 
It s only aimed at military type groups which are organized 
lor two specific purposes r . . either training and instruction 
m guerilla warfare: or In sabotage. And ic does not effect aiw 
legitimate sportsman in any wav, shape or form, 

Arlington: But tt can be reliably reported that the Attorney Gem 
era! Is already on the extremist black list as a coturnunist ., , sr 
at best ... a dupe of the Zionist, Negro communist conspiracy. 
Much of the current controversy over anti.gun legislation may 
appear to this series’ listeners as trumped-up by extremists. 
This, however, is not all there is to be snid, The legitimate 
sportsman and gun-fancier has taken a stand, 100 . Both against 
top-restrictive legislation and aganst extremism. The National 
Rifle Association Is an institution often used by the hard-core 
right-wing in their efforts fo do away with all restrictions on 
fire-arms. Here is Franklin L. Orth, ’Executive Vice President 
of NR A: ‘ 

Mr,Orlh: We are absolutely opposed to any organization which 

takes Into its own hands the rights which have been set forth 
lor our military organizai inns and for our police . . , and they 
must be prevented from doing this. We just don't want them 
in the National Rifle Association of America, 

Arlington: Franklin L, Orth, of the National Rifle Association, 

Throughout this series; our reports have shown That one man Is 
involved ln almost every phase of hard-core extremism in this 
area. This reported made various aitempts to contact that man 
. . . the Reverend Wesley A. Swift; but, in vain, However, 
KLAC’s News Director, David Crane, did manage an unretard¬ 
ed meeting with Swift. Here's Crane's report on our efforts. 

Cr«iie: Trying to find a time and place where we could interview 
Dr. Swift was frustrating and, as you have heard in this series, 
futile. Once nr twice tt reached comic — or depending upon 
one's frame of mini — dangerous proportions. As you heard 
early in the program, we began zeroing in on Swift as the 
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head of the so-called California Klan several months ago. Our 
investigation, became really active more recently. We first 
looked into Swiffs background and listened tts several of his 
radio broadcasts. Our attempts to contact him, personally, 
have strung nut over the past month, Charles Arlington at¬ 
tended several sessions of the Church of Jesus Ch risf-Christian 
in Hollywood. Each time with tape recorded ready, but was 
rebuffed each time. The first time Arlington met Swift, he 
asked for an interview, but was told that a tight schedule 
would prevent it . .. ami he returned that evening when per¬ 
haps they could get together. 

I went along the second time and was present when Arlington 
moved to intercept Swift at the door, but his way was blocked 
by a man mentioned several limes in this report. Dr. Harold 
Burroughs, a Valley veterinarian. On another trip to the Hol¬ 
lywood Women's Club services, Swifl fold us he was, again, 
pressed for time, but promised to have his secretary call us and 
arrange an interview later in the week, We agr eed, promising 
to show up whenever and wherever it was convenient to him. 
Needless to say, his secretary never called. We tried to tele¬ 
phone, but with a singular lack of success. He was alwavs 
between home and somewhere. One night we ventured to his 
home town in Lancaster, ready to stay over-night if he’d meet 
u.s in the morning . . , but no luck- He was downtown some¬ 
where, having dinner, but they'd give him our message. 
Finally, determined to talk with the man, Arlington and I went 
to Hollywood again. And after the Friday night service, while 
Arlington diverted the attention of Swift's guard. Dr. Bur¬ 
roughs, I headed for the vestry'. Burroughs made an effort to 
stop me, but by that rime I had reached the door and pushed 
it open, I was met with a hand on my chest, blocking my en¬ 
trance ... It wag Swiff's son-in-law, Shreve ,J Duke" Nielsen., 
Before Nielsen could shove me out the door, E hollered tn 
Swifl that I had come to ask him again for an interview. He 
ordered Nielsen to let me in. We had a short conversation 
a bunt six minutes in length, during which I attempted rn con¬ 
vince him to record an interview. He advised me that his law¬ 
yers had forbidden it; that he might be put on the spot and. 
look as sf he were repudiating the various extremist ore&niza- 
tlohs. He again denied any direct association with the Klan, 
saying this had come about only because Connie Lynch had. at 
one time, preached in his church. This, In spite of the fact that 
only a week earlier Lynch had contributed the opening and 
closing prayer at both services on Sunday in Hollywood. 

Swift further -"Tenied the existence of any arsenal as meniioned 
in the Attorney General's report on para-military groups and 
as rumored by a local TV broadcast. And that's about all I can 
remember of the conversations, since I must admit that ihe 
presence of Swift's body-guard and two other unidentified men 
in the small anti-room made it uncamfortabel and early im¬ 
possible to Lake notes. Their attitude toward me was only civil 
- - ■ never cordial. They were suspicious , . , and frankly, so 
was I.

but nght now a message from KLACr Vice President and Gen¬ 
eral Manager, Aian Henry. 

Mr, Henry; During the past week and In she last SO minutes — 
people In the southland have been amazed, shocked, and in many 
cases, grown angry ar what they have hE-ard. Undoubtedly, 
some ar? asking . . , why? What good he 5 been done by KtAC 
m. exposing this meanness, this ignorance, these sick minds 
and terrified souls? These questions are legitimate, There is no 
certainty that we have not lead someone, somewhere to seek 
out and join ranks with these extremist groups. KLAC con¬ 
sidered this, and in concert with responsible officials, decided 
that those so inclined Could be driven po further . . „ and those 
wavering In the direction of extremism might see how far 
they have strayed from what has come to be known as “the 
mainslream of American thought,'* 

There is, in KLAC's files, a letter once written to us by an 
organization which urged us to ignore the presence of Nazi 
activity in this area, In part, our reply was as follows: 

"I have never yet known a situation where sweeping 
dust under the rug solved anything." 

In another paragraph we said: 

“The welfare of any community is best served by the 
exposure o[ demigods, leaving It to the good judge- 
men r of the American people to decide their fate." 

In this series, KLAC dlscoveied a festering sore beneath the 
surface. We have lanced it and have exposed the infection to the 
clean air of public opinion. 

In addition to soliciting public response, the preparation of this 
program has brought together ideas and information from of¬ 
ficial agencies dedicated to keeping the peace and security of 
this state and nation. As has already been indicated , T . cer¬ 
tain information that might have been still moiE- damaging to 
extremists has not been broad>iasi, iicce it might darno-erf. ef•. 
forts, by police and other investigative agencies to continue 
their surveillance of extremist groups. 

There is much that we have come to suspect goes on in ex¬ 
tremist circles. What yciu have heard in this program has been 
documented. During this week we have invited, and broadcast, 
comment from the public on this series at it unfolded, Conn- 
men t was overwhelmingly favorable, but we are reminded by 
some of those comments that the Klan mentality, their sym¬ 
pathizers, and their supporters live out there among us. One 
persistent suggestion has been that we should investigate left- 
wing extremists * . , the Stack Muslims, Let me respectfully 
submit that KLAC h £ vigilance against communist influence is 
never-ending. It might be well to state that it was this station 
which first reported to the community of Los Angeles that 
there was a legitimate communist threaE Involved in the unrest 
on the Berkeley campus of the University of California, The 
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F.B.I, has fiince corroborated our information. The Muslim 
problem is something else again. It could not. by any stretch of 
the im agination, be considered sympathetic to the Ku Klux 
Kian; that they are, a* a group, armed and dangerous 1 s some- 
shmg that has not yet been proved. Perhaps we shall find them 
so. If so H we will report It. 

Later this week a pew dimension was added to our knowledge 
f southland activity in behalf of the Ku Klux Klan and its 
fellow travelers. It happened during an Interview with William 
Bradford Hule, newspaperman and author of the recant best 
seller, "Three Lives in Mississippi," Hule was talking about 
Alabama Governor, George Wallace: 

>IK Huie: Wallace actually believes, you see, ho believes 

and he does have*, support in Los Angeles, for instance The 
Ku Klux Klan in Alabama has support in Los Angelas. Some 
of the largest contribution* which the Ku Klux KEan in Ala¬ 
bama received after the Liuzza trial , . . and the Life Magazine 
now Is causing money to flow from Los Angeles, Chicago and 
Detroit to Alabama and to the Ku Klux Klan, Moreover, the 
Governor of Alabama gets letters every day from Los Angeles, 
commending him , . „ thanking God that we've got men like 
him to stand up for the white man , , , "and the white man 
needs this' ... so you have them in Los Angeles, you have 
them in Chicago and Detroit... all over the United States, 

Sir. Henry: Those words were unsolicited from a man who has 
lived his entire life in the South, who has spdmt years studying 
the* Ku Klux Klan 


Aat this point, a word of thanks to the man Charles Arlington 
has referred to as Agent 13551. Most of his enemies know who 
he is. He is very courageous, and to be commended for a great¬ 
er sense of patriotism and duty to his fellow-man than most 
ot the rest of us possess. 

To conclude . . . we ask that you bear in mind a line from 
Shakespeare when assessing the value of super patriotism, 
“What a goodly face hath falsehood." 

Now, here again is Charles Arlington,
